In years past, most retail 
buying Was done by women 
who could spend a leisurely 
morning “just looking.” Now, 


with married women working, 


taking care of large families, or 
enjoying a more active social 
life, shopping. habits have 
changed. 

The modern shopper is hur- 
ried. The principle retail buyer 
for a family is often a man: or 
a husband and wife shopping 
together, Shopping is likely to 
be crowded into odd moments. 
The retailer, more than — ever 
before, must be alert to pro- 
vide time-saving services for 
his customers. 

Among other things, the new 
trends call for more complete 
newspaper advertising. For no- 
thing can be a greater time 
saver for the hurried shopper 
than consultation of his local 
newspaper, 

Newspaper advertising cuts 
“looking” to a minimum. Some 
women do nearly all of their 
shopping in the local newspa- 
per. And the man who takes 
on buying chores, often follows 
a list prepared by his wife 
from newspaper advertising. 

Flourishing suburban stores 
have been quick to recognise 
such practices. Their advertis- 
ing.is supporting some of the 
nation‘s finest community 
newspapers. 

Yet, in every small city the 
same changes in buying are 
taking place. The time - Saving 
convenience provided by news- 
paper advertising meahs just 
as much in the typical small 
city as it does in a Washing.

H. Horton Fick, chairman: 8, 
Fleetwood  Carnley, Melvin 
Boozer and James Martin, un- 
animously decided that lower 
revenues for schools left no 
other alternative. 

Law Suit Filed 

This action came on the 
heels of a suit filed by the Cof. 
fee County Board of Education 
against the city of Elba seek- 
ing to recover $31,000 the board 
claims the city owes it, al- 
though this action had no 
bearing on last week’s decision 
by the school board to cance] 
football. 

Both the city and county 
school systems were notified 
last week that school funds 
from the state would be cut 10 
per cent. This will reduce the 
income for the county school 
system by approximately $82/. 
500, according to County Su- 
perintendent C. B. Peacock. He 
estimated that Enterprise 
would receive a~cut of about 
$25,000, Elba cut about $15,000, 
and the county system about 
$42,000. 

Cut 10 Pervent 

“Last year,” Mr. Fick explain- 
ed, “we employed three more 
teachers than state funds pro- 
vided. This was done on the 
basis of a commitment by the 
City council to tarn over to the 
schoo] system the gasoline tax 
receipts. This year, however, 
we have been advised that 
‘State funds will be reduced a 
pro rated 10 per cent, which 
Would reduce our incomes for 
teachers’ Salaries approxi- 
mately $15,000 under the $167,- 
121 budget for the fiscal] year 
to end Sept. 30. 

“Faced with this shortage, 
we simply do ‘not have the 
funds to pay the additional 
teachers for the school year 
and we cannot conscientiously 
permit the schools to be closed 
two months before completion 
of the term. 

Lean on State 

“Elba City Schools are finan- 
ced primarily by the State Mi- 
nimum Program which pro- 
vides funds for salaries for 
teachers based upon the aver- 
age daily attendance. Other

C. McCurley, head coach, 
who accepted a teaching job 
at Pensacola, Fla.; James Bow- 
doin, assistant coach, who ac- 
cepted a job at Bristol, Tenn.,;

The suit filed by the County 
Board against the city of Elba 
is based on an appropriation 
to the city of Elba for $100,000 
to build an elementary school 
in 1947 and the board Jater a- 
‘greed to. contribute an addit- 
ional $30,000 if the city would 
provide $70,000 for an auditor- 
um and ¢afeteria. 

Mr. Peacock said Elba was 
unable to arrange the finan- 
cing and promised that the 
county board provide the mon- 
ey and the city would repay 
the money, with interest, at 
$500 per month for 16 years, 
beginning in 1947, He Said the 
city met its obligations until 
March, 1952, tut has not paid 
the board any money since 
then, 

In a meeting Tuesday night 
of the various P, T. A. commit- 
tees appointed to study the 
school problem they were ad- 
vised by Henry A, Dorsey, 
Chairman of the Finance Com.

Scrolls Near Jericho 

The Dead Sea Scrolls were 

found over a nine-year pe- 
riod, starting in 1947, by Be~ 
douin shepherds exploring in 
the Wadi Qumran area south 
of Jericho in Jordan, one of 
the Bible Lands. Searching 
for treasure, they uncovered 
the parchment manuscripts 
telling of life in Biblical times 
and giving a new insight into’ 
the origins of Christianity, 

Since then scientific inves- 
tigation has centered on the 
ruins of the Khirbet Qumran, 
located between the cliffs | 
and the shoréS of the Dead 
Sea. Archaeologists soon be- 
came convinced that this was 
once the “city in the’ wilder- 
ness” of the Essene commu- 
nity of Hebrews. 

In Christ's time, the Essenes 
were an ascetic group that 
vied with two other groups, 
the Sadducees and the Pha- 
risees, for the loyalty of the 
devout. It is believed that 
the sect was finally dispersed 
in the ist century A.D. when 
the Roman conquerors de- 
stroyed titeir community. 
They apparently left their li- 
brary buried in n arby caves 
as a legacy to humanity.

BOLLWORM SEEN 
WORST DANGER 
FOR THIS YEAR 


Auburn— The real problem 
in cotton fields so far this year 
has been the heavy bollwarm 
infestation. Bollworms have 
appeared in the highest num- 
bers ever recorded at this 
stage of the cotton season, re- 
ports API Entomologist Jerry 
Ruffin, and farmers in al] parts 
of the state are cautioned to 
watch their fields. 


On the other hand, boll wee- 
Vils haye been very few, con- 
tinued the specialist. Fields 
checked throughout the state 
show they are present in about 
the same numbers in Nerth, 
Central, and South Alabama. 

Other insects, such as thrips, 
spider-mites, and aphids, have 
not caused any serious damage 
Said Ruffin. 


“The same kind of insecti- 
cides that have been used in 
the pastaldrin, BHC, dieldrin, 
endrin, heptachlor, and toxa- 
phene, are recommended for 
poisoning,’ Ruffin noted,” and 
of these except endrin and 
toxaphene should contain five 
per cent DDT. These materials 
or combinations of materials 
will control both bollwo : 
and boll weevils. They should 
be applied at the rate of 12 to 
15 pounds per acre per appli- 
cation, and infested fields 
Should be treated at least 
three times at five-day inter- 
vals. Following this series,” he 
continued, “each field should 
be checked, and if infestation 
justifies additional applicat- 
ions of poison, continue to ap- 
ply insecticides at five day in- 
tervals until bollweevils start 
to migrate, In late season, 
when migration is in progress, 
insecticides should be applied 
at three to four day intervals, 
and in fields where the cotton 
is four to six feet tall, the rate 
of application should be in- 
creased to 20 to 25 pounds per 
application,” advised the spe- 
Cialist.

Rats are causing hundreds of 
thousands ot aoliars worth of 
destruction on Southern farms 
tm.S year and pose an econo. 
mic and healtn menace of

Ol Agriculture spokesmen say 
their eradication wil] result in 
substantial Savings to farmers. 

Jt is estimated that it costs 
$2 a year to maintain .each rat. 
Their ravafes are particular 
heavy in corncribs, around 
Poultry houses and in other 
farm buildings where they .de- 
Stroy edible material that is 
left unprotected. Authorities 
point out that rats are more 
destructive than all other wild 
animals combined and that for 
every one you see, there are 
40 you don’t see, 

In addition to crop damage, 
rats spread disease, such as 
chicken coccidiosis and ‘bron- 
chitis, swine erysipelas, rabies, 
trichinosis and talaremia. Be- 
cause of the filth in which 
they live, they are subject to 
attack by typhus fever and bu- 
bonic plague which are oiten 
transmitted to man by parasit- 
ic rat fleas. i 

Ingeniously devised traps 
and many kinds of poison bait 
haye been used with Varying 
degrees of success in efforts to 
control the rodents. However, 
rats soon learn not to enter 
traps and also to differentiate 
between poisoned bait and 
harmless food.

And under the Smith-Doxey 
Act, classification is free to 
members of cotton improve- 
ment associations, pointed out 
API Extension Agronomist Jas 
per Jernigan, “Therefore, pyro. 
wers are urged to organize 
cotton improvement assocint- 
ions and make application for 
free classing service,” added 
the cotton specialist. These as 
sociations may be organized on 
either a community wide or a 
county wide basis. 

“Classification 
will most certainly be usefu} to 
farmers this fall,’ said J rni- 
gan, “to help them get the 
maximum price for their cot 
ton, For if they know the frade 
and staple le#zth of the cot- 
ton they are selling, they will 
be able to bargain for top pri- 
ces in the marketplace.” 

In addition, grade and Staple 
tength as designated by the 
‘classing office is acceptable for 
Diacing cotton in government 
‘oan, 

Jernigan suggests that far- 
mers discus$ plans for organi- 
zing cotton improvement asso- 
ciations with their ginners and 
county agents, so that applica- 
tions can be completed and 
sent to the cotton classing of- 
fice before the deadline, which 
is August 1.

ANTI - INFLATION 
POLICY DRAWN 
BY CED GROUP, 


Washington — Policies to 
combat long-range inflation, 
Which it described as a “cruel 
tax” on people who are least 
able to protect themselves, 
were recomg4iended in a na- 
tional policy Statement issued 
here today by the Research 
and Policy Committee of the 
Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, 

Inflation creeping over an 
extended period of time can be 
stopped, the statement said by 
three major actions: (1) In- 
crease national productivity; 
(2) Keep demand from rising 
faster than production: and 
(3) Adopt and adhere to poli- 
cies that will keep prices and 
unit labor costs from rising, on 
the average, when demand is 
kept from outstripping produc- 
tion. 

The statement said these 
actions should be the joint 
concern of business, labor ana 
government. 

The basic recommendation of 
the statement. was that “the 
Government's objective should 
be to use its tax, expenditure, 
monetary and debt m; 
ment policies, in combi ation, 
to keep the long term growth 
of demand equal to, but not 
exceeding the srowth of our 
country’s capacity to produce.”
